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RESIDENTS have told a court 
of their nightmare months 
spent living near a house 
where Class A drugs were being 
used and supplied. 

After an all-day hearing, magi¬ 
strates at Sudbury agreed to end 
their ordeal by making a 
permanent closure order on 38 
Willow Close, Haverhill, for the 
next three months so that tenant 
Jamie Brooks, 32, must move out 
straight away 

Haverhill police welcomed the decision 
and hoped it would send a strong message 
to drug dealers that their activities would 
not be tolerated 

Resident Phillip Hill told the court he 
and his wife, Carol, felt they had been 
forced to move out of their home of seven 
years because of disturbance from noise 
and “comings and goings at all hours” at 
Brooks’ home. 

Mr Hill said: “It was the openness of the 
drug dealing which surprised and amazed 
us. We had people standing outside our 
window at 2am arguing about whose turn 
it was to pay. You did not want to get 
involved because they were so threatening 
and abusive. It just spoiled our lives.” 
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Young drivers 
to be targeted 


YOUNGER drivers are 
to be targeted by 
police after a recent 
enforcement camp¬ 
aign showed them to 
be the worst culprits 
for committing drink¬ 
driving offences. 

Haverhill’s sector 
commander Insp¬ 
ector Andrew Mason 
said he was disapp¬ 
ointed that a recent 
joint operation with 
Cambridgeshire 
Police, concentrating 
largely on the A1307, 
on June 6, 7, 12 and 
19, resulted in 61 
drivers being given a 
breath test and four 
of these proved pos¬ 
itive. 

These four drivers 
were aged 18, 23, 28 
and 30, all below the 
most common age of 
40s or 50s for those 
caught drink-driving. 


Inspector Mason 
said: “It does not fit 
the usual profile be¬ 
cause they are young 
people who have 
grown up with the 
drink-driving laws, 
rather than people in 
their 40s and 50s who 
have had to adjust to 
them. 

“We will be spec¬ 
ifically targeting this 
age group as a result. 
It is disappointing 
that the message has 
not got through and 
although they are 
aware of the law, they 
are disregarding it. 

“Four people out of 
that many tests is 
really quite high. 
People we stop 
always say they have 
had two pints, but 
when they are tested 
have obviously had 
considerably more.”

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Promoting a 
safe night out 


POLICE and a local council 
have launched a new part¬ 
nership to work more 
closely together to promote 
a safer night time economy 
in their district. 

The innovative partnership bet¬ 
ween St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Suffolk Constabulary 
will see a uniformed police officer 
working alongside local authority 
licensing officers. 

PC Gary Pinyoun, who has pre¬ 
vious experience in this work, 
moved in with St Edmundsbury’s 
licensing team last week to make 
regular day and night time visits 
to local licensed premises in Hav¬ 
erhill, Bury St Edmunds, and the 
rural areas of the district. 

The post is being funded by the 
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police and progress will be 
reviewed after six months. Last 
Friday, PC Pinyoun met Rod 
Curtis, licensing officer for the 
council, outside the Drabbet 
Smock pub in Haverhill to launch 
the new scheme. 

The scheme will help busi¬ 
nesses to contribute to the 
prevention and reduction of 
crime by reducing the sales of 
alcohol to the underage and 
drunk patrons and encouraging 
greater responsibility in cust¬ 
omers. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, St 
Edmundsbury Cabinet member 
for community, said: “The night 


time economy is important for 
the borough and this scheme will 
help to reassure people with any 
doubts that it is safe to come and 
enjoy our thriving social life. 

“It will equally benefit residents 
by controlling anti-social behav¬ 
iour through well-enforced lic¬ 
ensing conditions and promoting 
our licensing objectives.” 

St Edmundsbury District 
Commander, Chief Inspector 
Martin Barnes-Smith, said: “By 
establishing this regular contact 
with pubs, clubs and off-licenses 
and those looking to open 
licensed premises, we can re¬ 
inforce the message that anti¬ 
social behaviour within and 
around these premises is not 
acceptable and will not be 
tolerated.”

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‘OAP told girls assaults 
are part of growing up’ 


A PENSIONER told four young 
girls that his indecent assaults 
on them were “part of growing 
up”, it has been alleged. 

Carl Williams, 68, also warned the 
girls not to tell anyone else about his 
behaviour towards them, Ipswich 
Crown Court was told. 

Prosecutor Joanne Eley said it was 
alleged that the offences had been 
committed in the Haverhill area and 
in Felixstowe between 2002 and 2007. 

Williams, of Castle Walk, Haverhill, 
has pleaded not guilty to a total of 17 
offences including 14 of sexual ass¬ 
ault, two of sexual touching and one of 
attempted rape, involving four sep¬ 
arate girls. 

The jury this week heard from two 
of the alleged victims - now in their 
teens - who have been giving evidence 
via a video link to the courtroom. 

One of the girls, who cannot be 
identified for legal reasons, told of the 
alleged indecent assaults on her and 
how Williams had told her on a 
number of occasions that she must 
never tell anyone else about what he 
had done. 

Miss Eley said: “He told one of the 
girls that it was a part of growing up”. 

Miss Eley said that on one occasion, 
one of the girls was pushed onto a bed 
by Williams, who attempted to have 
sex with her, but he had stopped when 
he was disturbed by a noise and 
though he might be caught. 

On other occasions, Williams had 
rubbed himself against the girls and 
touched their genitals, alleged Miss 
Eley. 

The court was told that Williams 
was arrested after one of the girls 
began having sex education lessons at 
her school and had told a school nurse 
about what she said Williams had 
done to her. 

Before being charged, Williams was 
questioned by police and told officers 
that the girl’s allegations were untrue 
and that they had made up lies about 
him. 

The trial, which is due to continue 
into next week, continues.

Frank Williams, who still lives at 
Willow Close, told the court he had 
constantly had his sleep disturbed 
by people coming and going from 
the bungalow where Brooks lived, 
with shouting, swearing and 
general mayhem. 

Karly Harvey, for Suffolk Police, 
said the bungalow was searched on 
May 22 and a vast amount of drugs 
paraphernalia including syringes, 
water ampoules, tourniquets and 


burnt spoons were found there - 
equipment consistent with heroin 
being injected. 

Brooks denied Class A drugs had 
been used or supplied on the 
premises and said the items found 
were not his, but belonged to his 
ex-girlfriend, who had moved out. 

Brooks said he had suffered 
abuse as a teenager and had since 
suffered depression. He had been 
suicidal and had friends who visited 
to make sure he was all right. 


Police chief issues stern 
warning to drug dealers 


AFTER two major succ¬ 
esses in his battle against 
drugs, Haverhill’s police 
chief has issued a stark 
warning - “deal drugs and 
we will take your home”. 

Inspector Andrew Mas¬ 
on, sector commander 
for Haverhill, said he was 
very pleased with the 
outcomes last week after 
heroin dealer Ricky Prest¬ 
on was sent to prison for 
four years at Ipswich 
Crown Court and a crack 
house closure order was 
made permanent, remov¬ 
ing Jamie Brooks from his 
home at Willow Close, 
Haverhill. 

The hearing at Bury St 
Edmunds last week 


marked the third crack 
house closure order to be 
made in Haverhill this 
year, but Insp Mason said 
this was not an indication 
of a serious drug problem 
in the town, more of 
success in tackling the 
problem. 

He said: “Haverhill 
does not have a serious 
drug problem, but a few 
people are spoiling it for 
everyone else. 

“We want to get a 
robust message out that if 
you are using or dealing 
Class A drugs in Haver¬ 
hill, we will take your 
house away. It is a zero 
tolerance policy. 

“St Edmundsbury 


Borough Council has 
been an equal partner in 
each of these crack house 
cases and the Anti-social 
Behaviour Act means we 
can act quickly. 

“I am happy to use this 
legislation as often as 
necessary to protect our 
communities and people 
within our communities 
have been supporting us 
in taking decisive action. 

“We want to make life 
as uncomfortable as 
possible for people deal¬ 
ing drugs because they 
have made it uncom¬ 
fortable for local people. 

“If they don’t deal 
drugs, we won’t throw 
them out of their homes.”

Trike parking up 
for thirsty visitors 


V ISITORS to a historic 
country park will 
have no need to go 
hungry or thirsty this 
summer now a new “delhi 
trike” has started selling its 
wares. 

Local businessman Richard 
Palmer, who runs Number One 
Deli and Cafe in Clare, saw an 
opportunity to provide refresh¬ 
ments for people visiting Clare 
Country Park and came up with 
the idea of a mobile catering ser¬ 
vice using a specially-made trike. 

Visitors will now be able to grab 
a quick drink and bite to eat while 
out and about enjoying the 
beautiful surroundings. 

Richard said: “At present, 

140,000 visitors come to the park 
throughout the year and many 
comment on their evaluation 
sheet that it would be improved 
with the provision of refreshments. 

“So with the support and 
permission of the senior ranger 
and local authority, we negotiated 
to buy the licence to sell teas and

coffees.” 

After looking at a range of 
possible mobile coffee units, the 
preferred option of the trike had 
originally been dismissed due to 
the cost, until Richard heard about 
the Suffolk Rural Economy 
Scheme. 

Richard received £5,000 from 
the scheme, which partly financed 
the purchase of the coffee trike, 
and it has now begun trading at 
weekends. 

Richard said: “We fitted the 
criteria for the grant and applied 
knowing that unless we were 
successful, our project would 
never happen. 

“This grant has allowed us to 
realise a business plan built on 
knowledge and understanding of 
the needs of our local community. 

“The provision of drinks and 
snacks will make the park more 
popular with families and walkers 
throughout the year and will 
become a destination in itself. 


Visitors, once refreshed, will be 
encouraged to stay longer and use 
other sites in Clare.” 

During the summer months, the 
trike will be in the park every day 
and Richard points out that other 
businesses in the town will benefit 
too. 

Richard intends to make a 
regular donation from the trike 
takings to local charities, the first 
to benefit will be Clare in Bloom. 

FranToomey, assistant director 
for Economic Development and 
Planning, Suffolk County Council, 
said: “Local businesses are vital to 
our economy and we are pleased 
to support imaginative ideas like 
this which encourages tourism 
and thereby helps stimulate the 
local economy. 

“Since the start of the scheme in 
October 2007, we have provided 
grant funding to 21 projects (this 
includes 10 post offices, eight 
shops and three pubs developing a 
community retail offer). This not 
only helps businesses to survive 
during these times, but also to 
flourish, as well as meeting the 
needs of their local communities.”

Transport rally 
rolls into town

Chief constable defends record 


CHIEF Constable fulie 
Spence has defended her 
force’s record after the 
number of rape convictions 
nationally was branded a 
“scandal”. 

Cambridgeshire’s lead 
officer spoke out to urge 
victims of rape to come 
forward following revelat¬ 
ions of a postcode lottery 
for sex-attack victims. 

Women in some regions 
were 11 times more likely to 
see assailants convicted, 
say figures obtained by the 
Fawcett Society using the 
Freedom of Information 
Act. 

The conviction rate was 
seven per cent across 


England and Wales from 
2006. 

But in 2007, the figure fell 
in 16 out of 42 police forces 
and 12 had a conviction 
rate below five per cent, 
including Cambridgeshire, 
Essex and Suffolk, all with 
just 3.1 per cent. 

Figures for the 2008 
conviction rate are unavail¬ 
able, but Chf Con Spence 
said there had been an 
improvement. 

Campaigners say low 
conviction rates are due to 
failures and prejudices 
from the initial complaint 
to trial. 

Katherine Rake, Fawcett 
Society director, called it a 


“national scandal”. 

She agreed with Chf Con 
Spence in wanting women 
to come forward, but 
added: “They will be 
looking at these figures 
with a critical eye and 
forces should try to better 
their standards in dealing 
with rape.” 

In her latest podcast, Chf 
Con Spence said: “Even in 
Cambridgeshire, there is 
always the risk the handling 
of some cases may be less 
than perfect. 

“But victims of rape in 
Cambridgeshire who come 
to us should know that they 
needn’t fear derision or 
disinterest.”

Festival guarantees music 
from highbrow to hilarious 



CAMBRIDGE Summer Music 
Festival throws opens its many 
doors from Friday, July 17, for 
three weeks of entertainment, 
ranging from the highbrow to 
the hilarious. 

Encapsulating this mix of the 
sublime and sometimes ridiculous is 
the Ukulele Orchestra of Great Britain, 
which launches the festival in the 
Com Exchange at 7.30pm. 

Equipped with just a handful of 
cheap instruments, their own voices 
and the occasional whistle, this 
virtuoso band of strummers and 
pluckers has spent the last 25 years 
confounding expectations and 
wowing audiences. 

■ More boundaries are pushed on 
Saturday, July 18, when the London 
Sinfonietta Ensemble performs at the 
Emmanuel United Reformed Church 
at 8pm. 

Acclaimed for its championing of 
new music, London Sinfonietta has 
built a worldwide reputation for razor- 
sharp performances of adventurous 
programmes, including music by 
Britten, Debussy, Messiaen and 
Takemitsu. 

■ Sunday, July 19, brings a chance 
to unwind. Cellist Rowena Calvert 
and harpist Eleanor Turner, as the 
Calvert-Turner Duo, enjoy mixing 
very different voices and in their 
concert at All Saints, Haslingfield, 


(3.30pm, complete with cream teas). 
They will be exploring diverse 
musical territory, from Bach and 
Mozart to Gershwin and Ravi 
Shankar. 

■ Music of a different scale features 
on the Sunday evening, when 
Stephen Cleobury conducts the 
Festival Chorus and the Cambridge 
Philharmonic Orchestra in King's 
College Chapel at 8pm. 

Together they will perform 
Mozart’s most elaborate choral 
masterpiece, the C Minor Mass. Its 
ambitious scale earned it the 
nickname, “The Grand Mass”, 
despite it remaining unfinished at his 
death. The orchestra and choir also 
join in this year’s 200th birthday 
celebrations for Felix Mendelssohn 
with performances of the Hebrides 
Overture and the anthem Hear My 
Prayer. 

■ Perhaps the greatest of 
Mendelssohn’s early masterpieces, 
the sublime Octet, forms the 
centerpiece of the concert on 
Monday, July 20, at the Cambridge 
Union Society at 8pm. 

This performance unites the 
youthful talents of the Doric String 
Quartet and the Madrid-based 
Cuarteto Quiroga. 

■ If 2009 has sometimes felt like an 
embarrassment of riches, with no 
less than four major composers 
being celebrated, then it has at least 


offered a chance to savour both well¬ 
loved and rarely-performed works by 
Handel and Purcell. On Tuesday, July 
21, (Trinity College Chapel, 7.30pm), 
Britain's pioneering counter-tenor, 


James Bowman, does just that when 
he joins with leading baroque 
specialists, Canzona, in Music fora 
While. 

■ Heir to the great school of Czech 


playing, the Wihan Quartet has 
developed an impressive 
international reputation since it was 
founded in 1985. The quartet still 
comprises its original four members 
and has a mutual understanding that 
borders on the telepathic. 

Put this together with the Czech 
repertoire for which it is renowned 
and you have a very special concert 
on Wednesday, July 22, at 7.30pm, 
when the quartet performs Dvorak’s 
American quartet in the chapel of 
Jesus College. 

■ The end of the first week brings 
both spiritual and secular vocal 
music. The former, on Thursday, July 
23, comes from The Choir of St 
John’s College, Cambridge, which 
has just returned from a tour of the 
United States and which performs 
music spanning the past 500 years. 
Instrumental interludes are courtesy 
of cellist Sophie Gledhill, who will be 
playing movements from Bach’s 
Cello Suites. The concert begins at 
7.30pm in St John’s College Chapel. 

■ In a nod to the fact that 2009 is 
the International Year of Astronomy 
as well as Haydn’s anniversary, 
Opera East perform their fresh and 
vibrant production of Haydn’s comic 
opera, II Mondo della Luna {The 
World in the Moon) - a tale of love, 
deception and the abuse of 
telescopes - at West Road Concert 
Flail on Friday, July 24, at 7.30pm. It 


will be performed in English. 

■ Finally, while sunshine can’t be 
guaranteed for the picnic at 
Childerley Flail on Saturday, July 25, 
at 7.30pm (grounds open at 
5.30pm), the music will definitely be 
hot. The esteemed Flamenco jazz 
guitarist, Eduardo Niebla has 
absorbed Indian, Arabic and classical 
influences and plays with a fiery 
passion to warm even the coolest 
summer evening. 

■ There’s much more to Cambridge 
Summer Music Festival than the 
evening events. And this year’s 
series of lunchtime concerts brings 
music for organ, saxophone and 
piano, as well as a bit of good, 
honest folk. 

As in previous seasons, The 
Fitzwilliam Promenade concerts also 
feature each Sunday of the festival. 

Children get their own mini festival 
aboard the ArtSbus each Saturday 
on Parker’s Piece. With four fun- 
filled workshops every Saturday, 
there is plenty to inspire budding 
young musicians.

Match colours to 
your personality 


HAVE you ever thought 
about what your favourite 
garden colours say about 
your personality? 

Celebrity plantsman Chris 
Collins and TV fashion expert 
Mark Heyes have teamed up 
with the Horticultural Trades 
Association to find out how 
plant colours can affect your 
moods, and how to match 
colour schemes with your 
personality. 

Some 80 per cent of people 
admit their moods are positively 
affected when surrounded by 
colourful plants, according to 
research from PlantforLife, an 
HTA initiative which aims to 
help people get the most out of 
their garden. 

Yet more than a fifth wished 
they could be braver and have 
the confidence to experiment 
with colour. 

“Planting hot colours creates 
an exciting and intense mood, 
while opting to plant cooler 
colours can radiate feelings of 
restfulness and calm,” explains 
Blue Peter gardener Collins. 

Most people think colour is 
important in the garden, yet 76 
per cent of people don’t think 
about the way in which colours 
can work together or about the 
colours they are planting, the 
research found. 

PlantforLife has produced 
Colour Me, Colour My Garden - a 
guide that matches personalities 
with colours. It applies concepts 
and ideas used in fashion and 
colour-consulting to the garden 
so that people can create one 
using colours that reflect them.

Find out which personality 
you are: 

■ Romantic: You love life and 
see the good in everything. 
Swaying towards pinks and 
pastels, creams and ivories. Your 
palette might include the shrub 
fuchsia “Tom Thumb”, which 
flowers throughout the summer 
in a sunny border and looks 
good surrounded by pink roses 
or poet’s jasmine (Jasmine 
officinale). 

Other choices for the 
romantic could include 
Magnolia grandiflora “Exmouth”, 
an impressive cream-flowered 
shrub, underplanted with 
bluebells. 

■ Vivacious: You are confident 
and bubbly. You like bold 
colours including azure, 
tangerine, coral and cobalt blue. 
Suitable plantings would be 
French marigold (Tagetes “Safari 
Tangerine”) with zebra grass or 
plantain lily, and Grace Ward 
(Lithodora diffusa), an 
evergreen which produces 
masses of bright blue flowers in 
summer and is perfect 
cascading over walls, planted 


near Anemone hupehensis 
“September Charm”, which 
produces soft pink flowers in late 
summer, and sea holly with its 
blue hues. 

■ Mysterious: You lean towards 
deep reds and aubergines, 
metallics and splashes of vibrant 
purple. Good plantings for you 
might include the rich blue 
perennial Delphinium “Blue 
Nile” with the lantern tree 
(Crinodendron hookerianum), 
an evergreen shrub which has 
dark, glossy green leaves and red 
flowers hanging from its 
branches. The blues of viola and 
larkspur would also suit your 
colour palette, along with the 
silver-grey foliage of mugwort 
(Artemisia “Powys Castle”) and 
the reddish purple hues of the 
smoke bush (Cotinus “Grace”). 

■ Sultry: Your favourite colour is 
black but you also like subtle, 
soft shades of charcoal and stony 
taupes. There will be statement 
colours such as red to add 
pizzazz to your planting 
schemes. Good choices for you 
include lilyturf (Ophiopogon 
planiscapus “Nigrescens”), 
known for its grass-like black 
leaves in the summer, lilac 
flowers and black fruits, 
providing stunning colour 
contrast with the annual Scotch 
marigold (calendula), with its 
dark orange, daisy-like flowers, 
which needs full sun to be at its 
best. A Japanese maple (Acer 
palmatum) such as “Bloodgood” 
may also feature in the sultry 
personality’s garden scheme, 
with its deep red leaves which 
turn a brilliant red in the 
autumn. Don’t plant it in direct 
sunlight as the leaves burn easily.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Cosmos 

These pretty annuals are 
simple to grow from seed and 
provide masses of saucer-sized 
daisy-like flowers above feathery 
foliage in summer, acting as 
terrific fillers in borders and 
making great cut flowers. 

They come in many colours, 
from white to pink and red, and 
can grow to around 6ft (J.8m) so 
many types need staking. 

There’s also, of course, the 
now-famous Cosmos 
atrosanguineus, a chocolate- 
scented, bronze-flowered tender 
perennial which is often grown 
in borders alongside deep red 
dahlias and sizzling orange 
crocosmias. 

Cosmos prefer moist but well- 
drained soil in full sun. Regular 
deadheading will promote a 
longer flowering season, which 
can last from June to October. 
Good choices include “Gazebo 
Mixed”, featuring large blooms in 
velvet red, rose-pink and pure 
white, Cosmos bipinnatus 
“Dazzler” (carmine). Lookout 
for Cosmos “Chocamocha”, a 
new compact form of chocolate 
cosmos.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
l_| unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Q Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

| | Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

A RASH of new 
superminis will soon 
be hopping across the 
Channel from France. 

Citroen, Peugeot and 
Renault all have their 
sights on a bigger slice of 
Britain’s small-car market, 
where sales growth is on 
the up despite the 
recession. 

That’s due to several 
factors: motorists are 
downsizing to save cash; 
the £2,000 old-for-new 
scrappage incentive is 
favouring superminis; and 
the demand for greener, 
more eco-friendly wheels 
also does diminutive-drive 
sales a power of good. 

Citroen will be playing

for those high stakes with 
its new C3, a completely 
redesigned version of its 
bestselling predecessor, 
when it arrives here early 
next year. 

The C3 has been good 
for Citroen, selling two 
million globally The latest 
model retains the compact 
exterior look, with the 
addition of a unique 
Zenith windscreen, which, 
says the firm, “flows 
dramatically up and over 
the heads of the front 
occupants”. 

That innovative new 
screen is framed by slim 
side pillars, to both 
improve forward vision 
and create the impression 
of greater cabin space. 

Citroen’s use of high- 
quality interior materials 
points towards a classier, 
more refined cabin - 
there’s even an integrated 
air-freshener. 

Yet the new C3 remains 
one of the most compact 
of superminis, and is just 


3.94 metres long and 
1.71m wide, with a 10.2m 
turning circle. 

New power plants in 
C3s from 2011 on will 
incorporate second- 
generation stop-and-start 
technology, have lower 
emissions and greater fuel 
economy. 

Techno-buffs should 
note that the forthcoming 
Citroen can also be 
specified with USB, iPod 
and Bluetooth 

connectivity, as well state- 
of-the-art satellite 
navigation and audio 
systems. 

Peugeot, meanwhile, 
will be perking up this 
year’s summer sales punch 
with the August launch of 
its new 207 range. 

The firm’s evergreen 
supermini will get a 
massive choice of 12 
different power-plants, 
plus revised exterior and 
interior styling, and 
upgraded kit levels. 

Those three popular 


body shapes 
hatchback, SW 

(estate) and CC, or 
Coupe-Cabriolet - 
stay put, but in many 
other respects the 
supermini takes a 
formidable step 

forward. 

Launched in the UK 
in 2006, the 207 has 
achieved 167,000 
sales here, and in 
2007 and 2008 it was 
Europe’s bestselling small 
car. 

Notable changes to the 
Peugeot range include a 
redesigned front, more 
exterior body-coloured 
items and more chrome 
detailing, and new rear- 
light clusters which use 
LED panels on hatchback 
and CC models.

Government ministers 
said some drivers and 
passengers continue to 
flout the law despite the 
increased risk of death 
and injury in a crash. 

Fixed penalties for 
illegal number plates, 
including those with 


non-standard fonts and 
spacing, also doubled 
to £60. 

Senior police officers 
have said speed 
cameras and other 
monitoring devices 
sometimes fail to 
capture non-standard 
plates. 

Home Office Minister 
Alan Campbell said: 
“This is not about 
taking money from 
motorists, it’s about 
doing all we can to 
keep the public safe on 
our roads.”

BMW created a new 
vehicle segment a decade 
ago when it launched the 
X5. 

That vehicle received 
critical acclaim at its launch 
and continues to this day as 
a market leader with 1.5 
million sold worldwide. The 
popular X3 followed in 2004 
and the X6 spawned a new 
niche in 2008. Now BMW is 
poised to introduce the next 
derivative of the X model 
line-up with the XL 

The new BMW XI takes its 
key styling cues and 
practicality from the X5 but 
shrinks it into a more 
compact and affordable 
package. The vehicle’s 
elegant lines and command 
driving position echo its 


larger stablemate, while the 
five-seat configuration and 
1,350-litre boot space 
provide outstanding load- 
lugging capability. 

Power comes from a 
choice of three diesel 
engines and, for the first 
time on a BMW X product, 
the option to have rear- 
wheel drive (sDrive) or four- 
wheel drive (xDrive). 

The dominance of diesel 
engines in other BMW SAVs, 
led BMW UK to decide only 
to offer diesel in the UK. The 
BMW sDrivel8d and the 
xDrivel8d feature a four- 
cylinder powerplant with an 
all-aluminium crankcase 
and a single turbocharger 
with variable intake 
geometry. Third generation 


common-rail diesel 

technology ensures 

optimum combustion. 

The l,995cc engine 
produces 143hp while peak 
torque is 320Nm from 
l,750rpm through to 
2,500rpm. This equates to a 
zero to 62mph time of 9.6 
seconds and a top speed of 
124mph for the rear-wheel 
drive XI sDrivel8d SE. The 
XI xDrivel8d SE posts 
figures of 10.1 seconds and a 
121mph top speed. Both 
models are exceptionally fuel 
efficient, capable of 54.3mpg 
and 49.6mpg on the 
combined cycle respectively. 
The engine is EU5 rated and 
records 136g/km and 
150g/km C02 emissions. 

As the flagship model the 


BMW xDrive23d SE is offered 
only as a four-wheel drive 
variant. Still using a 2.0-litre 
engine, albeit with twin- 
turbocharger technology, this 
International Engine of the 
Year category winner 
provides rapid performance 
that defies the model’s Sports 
Activity Vehicle position. The 
204hp engine accelerates the 
XI to 62mph in just 7.3 
seconds. The near flat torque 
curve with a peak output of 
400Nm from 2,000rpm to 
2,250rpm permits effortless 
overtaking. The xDrive23d SE 
is an EU5 rated vehicle that 
records 44.8mpg on the 
combined cycle and C02 
emissions of 167g/km. 

Most BMW Xls come as 
standard with a six-speed 
manual gearbox. However, 
buyers of the xDrive23d have 
a six-speed Sport automatic 
gearbox with gear change 
paddles located a finger tip 


away from the steering wheel 
for sporty changes. 

The BMW XI goes on sale 
in the UK on October 24 with 
the sDrive 18d and xDrive 18d

variants following in 
December. Prices start at 
£22,660 for the XI sDrive 
18dSE and peak at £29,055 
for the XI xDrive23 SE.
